It ia matter for congratulation to be able 
to announce that the Cromwell Water- 
works debentures have been negotiated, the 
buyer being the recently established Colo- 
nial Bank, a branch of which institution 
has been established hero. While congra- 
tulating the residents on the successful 
issue, so far, of the much-needed water 
scheme, praise is likewise due the banking 
corpoiation which thus gives evidence that 
its name is no misnomer — that its assist- 
ance is freely accorded to aid in carry- 
ing out works which have a local as well 
as colonial importance. Of course the 
transaction will be a profitable one to tho 
Bank, but none the less does it relieve tho 
Town Council, and those whom that body 
represents, from the apparently far off 
chance of securing the funds necessary to 
carry out a public work, the want of which 
has each succeeding year been intensified. 
It is but just to mention, however, that 
another Bank also made offer to take up 
tho debentures, but not on terms so liberal 
as those secured. These terms n word or 
two will make clear. The debentures 
have a nominal value of ,£50 each, and aro 
forty in number, thus representing a sum 
of £2000. These debentures run for a 
period of 30 years, and, as negotiated, carry 
interest at the rate of seven per cent., one 
per cent, being allowed to cover all charges. 
The Corporation having accepted £43 10s. 
for each debenture of £50 — payabto in 
thirty years — at seven per cent,, is buying 
money actually at eight per cent., as an 
‘annual payment of 70s. for the loan of 
j£43 10s. is almost equal to a payment of 
£8 for £100 borrowed. Of course, there 
3 this difference to bo borne in mind- — 
that at the expiration of thirty years the 
Corporation will have to pay £50 for what 
it is now parting with for £43 10s. 
Tie Council may, if it has the means, buy 
up , any or all of tbe securities before tho 
exjiry of the term for which they are 
issued. Altogether, wo are of opinion the 
Conoration have got good value, and it 
spefks well for the future of Cromwell to 
find its securities commanding such a satis- 
factory figure. It is -an index that the 
stabiity of the district is considered beyond 
queston. 

Haring been so far fortunate, we hope 
to seejiur Town Council proceed judiciously 
to werk in carrying out the object for 
which the money has been secured. It 
will rejuire their utmost care and economy 
to acccnplish the work to which they have 
set thecsclves ; and a good deal will de- 
pend ar.their preliminary operations. The 
securing of a suitable water supply was of 
necessity primary step. At last meeting 
member! decided to accept the offer made 
by one o’ the owners of water privileges 
in Firewiod Creek, and although the price 
may at ffst sight appear heavy, yet we 
think theietermination to secure the right 
at the figire named was a wise one. It 
may be tiought by some that it would 
have been better to use the compulsory 
powers givsn under the “ Municipal Cor- 
porations Mater works Act," and leave the 
compensaticu to arbitrators ; but the ex- 
perience: of i neighboring town shows this 
is not always a politic or profitable, though 
apparently eisy, method to adopt. It does 
not necessarily follow that because an Act 
of Parliament confers certain powers, 
thereforj thej can be tyrannically or un- 
justly exercistd : and those here referred 
to are |rohaUy only meant to apply to 
cases whirr Tin equitable arrangement can 
otherwise he irrived at. We therefore 
think tie Coiricil acted wisely in this its 
first stqp, and ve sincerely hope that an- 
other year will see tire completion of a 
work tie impoitance and value of which 
to Croiiwell wiL be inestimable.

Mr &\illar had, previous to his appointment to 
the Invercargill Grammar School, held the post 
of assikant-master in the Scotch College, Mel- 
bourne, and the ability which he undoubtedly 
possessed jvas probably matured in that excel- 
lent scholastic establishment. 

At a special meeting of the Dunstan 
Hospital Committee on Thursday evening, Dr 
Allan was granted leave of absence to visit 
Dunedin, Dr Corse having arranged to take 
charge of the\ Institution during Dr Allan’s 
absence. The question of the indebtedness of 
j thus Cromwell District to the Institution was also 
considered, when;, after discussion, it was re- 
olved that the Trees urer make out a statement 
and send same to tlo Chairman of the Cromwell 
bocal Committee of -the Dunstan District Hos- 
pital. 

It is greatly feared that the whole of the 
salmon ova received by the Tiraaru has proved 
lifeless. Prom the entire absence in the eggs of 
even the signs of life— such as the eves ot the 
young fish, which were to be seen in previous 
shipments — it is conjectured that, even- had. the 
Timaru made a good voyage, the result would 
still have been — failure. The causes are being 
lhcussed, but no very credible hypothesis has 
yet; been started. The ice kept good all the 
way— one foot of solid ice heing found above the 
top box when the shipment was broken. 

. The Mount Ida Chronicle records two 
mining accidents in that district last week. 
Robert Paisley, while working in Guffie’s claim, 
at Clark’s diggings, fell off the wire rope sus- 
pending an iron fluming. He fell fully forty 
feet, but fortunately was not killed. One thigh 
was dislocated, and one of the small bones of the 
arm slightly fractured. — H. Woodhill, while 
working in a claim with M. N. Cooper and 
Denis Murphy at Naseby, got buried in a fall of 
earth. When rescued he appeared to be Suffer- 
ing greatly, and was at once removed to the 
hospital. He was found to be badly hurt — one 
arm being fractured in three places, and the 
chest and ribs being also badly injured. 

For the benefit of those interested, we 
reprint the following paragraph from our Queens- 
town contemporary : — “ The latest day to lodge 
applications for publican’s licenses is the 10th 
May. The Court sits on the 1st Juno. It will 
be the only quarterly meeting at which any new 
publicans’ licenses can be granted, the other 
quarterly meetings heing held for the purpose of 
transferring licenses. Bottle licenses can only 
be applied for at the .Tune sitting, and the form 
of Schedule E has to be altered so as to suit the 
purpose. New hotels cannot now have any 
retail store attached to them Renewals of li- 
censes can only he made at this -June meeting. 
Publicans ’applying for renewals need not attend 
the Court personally or by solicitor unless notice 
of objection have been sent them by the Clerk 
of the Court.” 

Our Queenstown correspondent gives 
details of a sensational scene which took place 
there on Wednesday last, wheu Mr Henry 
Mantlets, M.P.C., was subjected to the indignity 
of a severe horsewhipping at the hands of Mr D. 
Powell, auctioneer. This little “episode,” as 
Artemus would call it. arose out of those cases 
in which Mr William Jackson Barry has recently 
been a prominent actor. Since the hearing of 
the cases, letters have appeared in the Wakatip 
Mail reflecting to some extent on Mr and Mrs 
Powell, and in the writing of these letters Mr 
Powell rightly suspected Mr Manders had some 
hand. Roused to anger, the knight of the ham- 
mer “went for" Mr Manders, who appears to 
have been “ knocked down"’ in a very summary 
manner. For this breach of the peace. Mr 
Powell was arraigned before Mr Beetham, R. M. , 
who sentenced him to 14 days’ imprisonment, 
without hard labor. A rehearing was applied 
for and granted for Saturday last, when the 
Bench found mitigating circumstances sufficient 
to warrant it in inflicting a fine of £10 in lieu of 
imprisonment. Our correspondent says this re- 
versal of judgment gave popular satisfaction. 
Everyone who knows Mr Powell will give him 
credit for having assaulted Mr Manders rather 
in the heat of passion than after cool and calm 
reflection, as has been stated, booking at all the 
circumstances, one cannot help thinking Mr 
Powell was as much sinned against as sinning. It 
is a difficult matter for a man to restrain himself 
when he and his family are dragged into the 
public print, and his wife forced to answer to a 
groundless criminal charge.

' CORRESPONDENCE. 

Inward correspondence read comprised 
letter from Mr J. Eseott, offering share in 
Westmoreland water race for £140 ; from Mr 
Strachan, offering his interest in Firewood 
Creek water for £350 ; from the Under-Sec- 
retary, re Block IX ; from Colonial Bank 
making offer for Waterworks Debentures. 

Outward consisted of letter to Goldfields 
Secretary, enclosing names of Messrs Towan, 
Bennett, Dawkins, and members of Town 
Council as nominees for Board of Wardens. 
sir escott’s offer. 

The Clerk was ordered to acknowledge re- 
ceipt of letter, and state that, under present 
circumstances, his offer was declined. 
waterworks debentures. 

The proposal of the Colonial Bank to take 
up the Corporation Debentures was then 
dealt with, and a long conversational discus- 
sion ensued. Ultimately, it wa3 proposed 
by Or Talboys, seconded by Cr Grant, and 
carried — That the offer of the Colonial Bank 
to take up the debentures (£2000) at £87 
each for seven per cent and one per cent com- 
mission to cover all charges, be accepted, and 
that the final arrangements be left in the 
hands of the Finance Committee. 

It was decided to engage the Corporation 
Solicitor’s services to assist the Finance Com- 
mitee in carrying out the details, provided his 
fee did not exceed £5. 

WATER RIGHT AT FIREWOOD CREEK. 

The offer of Mr Strachan to dispose of his 
half-interest in the water-rights at Firewood 
Creek, known as Strachan and Barker’s race, 
was then considered. Whether it was desir- 
able to purchase, or take possession under 
the Waterworks Act, submitting value to ar- 
bitration, were questions which received 
much consideration. The opinion seemed to 
prevail that the former course was the wisest 
one, and a resolution a3 under — proposed by 
Cr Whetter, seconded by Cr Hayes — was 
carried — That Mr Strachan’ s offer to sell for 
£350 his share in water-rights No. 6293 and 
6313, being one-half share in water-race 
known as Strachan and Barker’s, be accepted ; 
and that an offer be made to Mr Barker to 
purchase his half on the same terms ; said 
purchases to be subject to the titles being 
satisfactory to the Corporation Solicitor. 
The whole matter to be left in the hands of 
the Legislative Committee. 

The Clerk was instructed to write to Mr 
Barr, C.E., asking him to send up the con 
tracts without delay. 

It was decided to open a separate account, 
to be called “ the Waterworks Account” at 
the Colonial Bank, and the Town Clerk was 
appointed clerk of Waterworks, pro tcm. 

BLOCK IX. 

The letter from the Under-Secretary (re- 
cently published in this journal) regard- 
ing Block IX. was again read. No com- 
ment took place, further than a remark from 
Or Grant congratulating the Council on Iiav 
ing the “ best of it.” A motion was passed 
“ that the letter from the Under-Secretary be 
received.” 

FIRE BRIGADE BUILDING. 

The Mayor intimated that he had been 
waited upon bv Inspector Moore regardinsr 
the building which Government had granted 
to the Cromwell Council for the Fire Brigade. 
At present it was -occupied by Sergeant Cas- 
sells, who was not prepared to vacate it. just 
now. Would the Council have any objection 
to take the office temporarily for Brigade 
purposes, until tho Sergeant found it conve- 
nient to shift his quarters? 

Tt was agreed to comply with the Inspec- 
tor’s request.

The Mayor said he had been asked to bring 
tho necessity of establishing a pound before 
the Council. Tt had been pointed out as a 
great hardship that cattle belonging to local 
residents should be driven to Clyde, thus en- 
tailing considerable trouble and expense.

His affairs here 
are completely wound up, his property all 
disposed of at good prices, and, although 
leaving, he has no reason to complain of tho 
district, as he has been very successful in 
business, while ho ba3 also devoted much 
time and labor to the advancement of the 
interests of the public. In his private capa- 
city, he ha.s proved a warm friond to all who 
knew him, and he will be escorted to Queens- 
town by numerous friends and well-wishers. 

We aro losing a sterling man in Samuel 
Goldston. 

Mr Robert Clarke unearthed a fine nugget 
of 3ozs 15dwts during the week, in his claim 
on the Arrow River, above the Sons of For- 
tune Co.’s ground. 

Some more claims have been taken up in 
the terrace country between Arrow River and 
Eight-mile Creek, and the prospects are re- 
ported as most encouraging. Two claims are 
already realising very good returns, and this 
part of tho district has never yet been even 
prospected, so we may expect a revival of 
interest in this quarter. 

I can inform you from certain authority 
that the Arrow district has suffered during 
the last twelve Tiiontlj3 a loss of population 
amounting to 500 souls, principally miners. 

The present mining population is about 600 
souls ; last year this time it was 1100. 

The Royal Oak Hotel has changed hands, 
ill health having compelled Mr P. Feebly 
to give up the business. Mr Wm. Welsh, 
formerly of tho New Orleans Hotel, has 
taken the Royal Oak. He intends to spare 
no expense in making the business a first- 
class one ill every respect.

, ated as it is on the main line of road to the 
Bannockburn, Quartzville, Carrick Range, tbe 
Nevi3, and other populous and important out- 
lying districts. 

That the future of the district depends in a 
great measure, if not wholly, upon tire facilities 
offered for the full development of its extensive 
mineral resources, it being evident that the 
cheapening of the cost of machinery, tools, tim- 
ber, etc., for mining purposes, and of all articles 
of consumption, will as a natural consequonco 
lessen the cost of our gold production, bo the 
means of opening up ground that has hitherto 
Iain fallow, increase tho demand for labour, and 
by considerably swelling our escorts arid to the 
prosperity of the Province generally.

Grasshoppers -in his Stomach. 

He was from Nebraska. He had eaten 
nothing but grasshoppers since the 4th of 
July, 1874, and his stomach was in an awful 
condition— it was full of grasshoppers! 'He 
could feel them jumping about and tryin-' to 
kick their way out, but their _ toe-nails, 

. scratched his alimentary canal, and a spas- 
1 modio movement of the muscles of his thorax 
forced them back .into the. cavity before -they 
reached the root of his tongue, He. had left 
. a wife and nine famished children at home, 

. and had come to St. Louis to collect funds to 
1 save his neighbors from starvation. ' He had 
not been successful, perhaps because' his 
. “ credentials” were not strong enough. . And 
now, if the bar-keeper would accommodate 
him with a spoonful of whisky— it was the 
only thing that would keep the grasshoppers 
quiet in his stomach ; it kinder stupified 
them, and caused them to lie dormant for 
several hours, but as soon as .they sobered 
up they became as lively as crickets, and 
played leap-frog in the pit of his stomach. 
He had killed a good many of them with 
whisky, but their eggs were all the time 
hatching, and lie believed there were 10,000 
live ones occupying the space designed by 
Nature for the laboratory of bread and meat 
and such things.

“How do yon like it?’ asked the bar- 
keeper. 

The grasshoppered individual made no re- , 
ply.

His mouth 
was open wide enough to swallow the bar- 
keeper and all his decanters. He placed 
both hands over his stomach, and cast an im- 
ploring glance towards the water-pitcher.
